The Westlichc Post, of St. I*>iiis,last 
week printed an article in the English 
language defining the policy of all Ger- 
man American papers in this country 
regarding Americanism against unpen 
Mti The article in part follows: 

Time and again the attempt has been 
made to supplant American Republican- 
ism with imperialism. Time and again 
American patriotism and that high and 
far-seeing love of mankind which 
unites men ot all countries in common 
brotherhood of humanity huve rallied 
against it. When, half a century 
ago, we had the sane cries of "Mani- 
fest Destiny ,"lhe "Conquering Saxon," 
"Expansion," and all the rest we are 
hearing again now, Americans as radi- 
cally opposed to each other in most 
things as we are Calhoun and Corwin 
joined with Clay, Webster, Lowell. 
Clayton and Clemens against it. 

What American can read this with- 
out an indignant refusal to consent that 
the blood of those once our allies shall 
' saturate the soil" on which they were 
b irn that we may be praised by the 
ImMMMM Tillies for our "noble work foe 
progress" in furthering British plans 
for dismembering ami robbing China? 

John M. Clayton himself, the author 
of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, and open- 
ly in favor of co-operating with Eng- 
land in this.was openly opposed to hav- 
ing anything to do with the political 
methods of British inqierialisni. 

What is there in stalwart American- 
ism (it's native Americanism, if you 
will) except that German- Americans 
are saying now in declaring that they 
gave up home and friends and came 
thousands of miles into an unknown 
country for the deep love— not of Brit- 
ish colonialism, but of American Re- 
publicanism. To that they ate loyal 
now ami always. 

To Americanism, not to the British 
commercialism of the bayonet— to 
Americanism, to liberty, to progress; 
i to freedom from militarism, to the ex- 
pectation of a time to come when the 
world will bo no longer shackled by 
im|>eriahsm, with its bayonets and fet- 
ters—to that, (Jerman-Americaus who 
renounced imperialism in Europearoas 
devoted now as they were 50 years ago, 
when they listened to Seward as he 
said of these same "Expansionists:" 
"Sir, they have sent the American 
eagle abroad, bearing not the olive 
branch, but a shackle iu his talons." 

The Hag of this great republic stands 
now— not for w hat the I^ndon Times 
approves— but for what it meant when 
Seward stood under it to utter this im- 
mortal sentence. 

Such Republicanism as that was not 
his. nor is it that of any loyal Uernian- 
American or of any other American who 
is loyal to his flag and M his country . 
Mav heaven forbid that it ever should 
be. May the time never come when 
the American people w ill applaud those 
who drabble a Hag dedicated to free- 
dom and human progress iu the blood 
of men who die on their own soil re- 
sisting the same principle of British 
imperialism agaiu, over which America 
triumphed at Yorktown and New Or- 
leans. 

Such ideas will never prevail in 
America. Any party which commits 
itself to them will be wiped out of ex- 
istence. Any leader who attempts to 
check civilization and progress under 
American institutions and through 
American principles 
ami disgraced; any 
which, lor its own brutal and selfish 
purposes, attempts to use the American 
people as a cat's-paw in schemes ol 
fraud and violence will find itself the 
victim of the reactions of its own ma- 
levolent scheming. Justice, lilterty, 
progress through justice and liberty, 
until the -whole world is elevated by 
our national life as it has '.. ei. by the 
individaul life of Washington- that is 
the manifest destiny of America; for 
that the flag stands and for that Ger- 
man Americans are willing now, as 

thev always have been, to Make every- 
thing, knowing that when issues are 
niaiie against liberty ami in lavor of 
imperialism everything is at stake for 
them, the American flag and for all 
thivt is Worthy ol survival in the world.

And it is the duty of the trustee who 
has acted as chairman during the 
present scholastic year to so continue 
till first of July.lSlW. Mr. Wagers' po- 
sition has been sustained by the court 
of appeals. A case involving this ques- 
tion came up from Wolf county and 
covers the decision of Mr. Wagers, to 
the letter.

IJeporte w*>ro received this month 
from ItiO correspondents, repruseuting 
10:t counties. 

It may be interestiiu:to notetliecon- 
dition of winter wheat in the principal 
wheat p/rowinc states at this time, ac- 
cordin»: to the weekly bulletins issued 
by tbe Cli mate and Crop Service for 
those states. 

In the istate of Ohio the crop is in 
much the same condition as in this 
State, early sown • heat on well drain- 
ed land being promising, but there is 
a considerable portion of the acreage 
which is considered worthless. In In- 
diana wheat is badly damaged ill the 
northern part of the State, but quite 
promising in central and southern dis- 
tricts. In Illinois promising conditions 
prevail, as a rule, only in the southern 
part of the State; badly damaged in 
central and northern portions. In 
Michigan much of the wheat will be 
plowed up and planted to other crops. 
In Missouri the damage in the north- 
ern part of the State amounts to a prac- 
tical failure, but in the other portions 
favorable weather conditions have re- 
paired to a ^reat extent the injury from 
winter killing. In Kansas the latest 
reports indicate from one-half to two- 
thirds of a crop. Winter wheat has al- 
so suffered Wisconsin. Iowa and Ne- 
braska, but the damage there will be 
repaired •>>• sowing to spring wheat. 

In this State the seasonable weather 
of the latter half of April produced a 
rapid growth, but there is some com- 
plaiut that the plant is not starting 
well and that it will not be sufficient to 
cover the ground. The improvement is 
confined to early and medium late 
wheat, the extreme late being general- 
ly reported worthless. Spots in fields 
where the snow was blown off still 
show the effects of lite exposure, and it 
is highly probable that these spots will 
remain bare to the end. It is estimat 
ed that 7 per cent, of the acrage will lie 
plowed up. 

Oats were sown very late, in fact 
seeding was barely completed with the 
close of the month. Many farmers, in 
their eagerness, sowed while the ground 
was too wet for cultivation, resulting 
in poor germination and in. litre rent 
growth. Where sown with ground in 
good condition the crop is coming on 
nicely. 

Corn planting made considerable 
progress during the month, and while 
there yet remains much ground to be 
broken planting began as early as the 
middle of the month. The early plant- 
ed came up quickly and is grow ing rap- 
idly. No complaint is made of injury 
from cut worms or other insects. The 
ground dried very rapidly during the 
latter days of the mouth, and some dif- 
ficulty is experienced in getting -the 
ground in good condition for planting. 

Tobacco plants, though plentiful, 
will be late. Indications are that set- 
ting will not be generally begun until 
the 25th of May, on account of plants 
beiDg small. Indications are for an av- 
erage acreage. 

Clover generally wintered well and 
has made wonderful growth since the 
advent of warm weather. It is now- 
ready for stock to be turned on. Re- 
ports on clover sown this spring differ. 
In tome counties resowing has been 
found necessary on account of being 
killed by late freezes; also that it has 
been badly drifted into bunches by the 
heavy rains. Others report an excel- 
lent catch obtained from first sowing, 
and that it is getting a good start. 

Pastures have made equallv rapid 
growth, and, considering the condition 
on April 1st, the present condition of 
86 is quite satisfactory. 

May 1st finds live stock in good con- 
dition after the long, hard winter. 
Very little complaint is made of hog 
cholera, and there is an entire absence 
of other diseases. Sheep that were 
suffering from lack of pasturage are now 
rapidly regaining- lost vitality. 

Prospects for fruit have improved 
wonderfully during the month. Espec- 
ially is this the case with pears and
